A bad collision occurred Saturday 


morning on the W. M. R. R. bet-ween 
Owings' Mills and Gingrich's Switch, 
sixteen miles from Baltimore. 
The 


brough freight,which leaves here dur- 
ing the niglit, collided with a local 
freight on the main line. The through 
train was in charge of conductor C. J. 
Wildasin. His crew consisted of en- 
gineer C. A. SpaDgler, fireman C. R.

The Gettysburg train 
had fourteen cars ladened with coal 
and wheat and the other train had 
about ten cars with miscellaneous 
merchandise in them. When both en- 
gineers saw the impending danger 
they reversed their engines and open- 
ed the sand-valves, 'faut^rfSB grade go- 
ing east was inclined, and the heavy 
train from this division sent the en- 
gine sliding on the rails, and with, 
great foree she went into the other 
train, which by this time had been 
slowed down considerably.

There is no remedy for this defect but to 
endeavor to exhaust the well by pump- 
ing out the water several times so as to 
remove the source of the trouble if pos- 
sible. 
But this is a doubtful matter, for 


the supply may be inexhaustible. 
The 


well may then as well ba filled up at 
once. If the source of the trouble is 
from drainage, or a cesspool near by, the 
difficulty is still worse, because the bad 
matter is exceedingly poisonous. The
